LETTER FROM PARIS.

Parts. Dec. 31, 1867. 
Paris has bad of late many of those 
dismal, gray-’ooking, raw days which in- 
cl’ne one to look leniently upon suicide; 
when one is disposed to think meanly of 
h'mtelf, and is prepared to believe “all 
men are liars;’’ when, in short, he regards 
his fellow-creatures as I’ving conglomera- 
tions of selfishness, ingratitude, aud all 
the ignoble vices. If a man’s physical 
condition should chance to be in unison 
with sr.ch weather, saturated, for exam 
pie, with the poison wb’cli produces an 
irritable sick headache, I cau easily un- 
derstand how he would feel wretched 
er.ouili for arty act. No doubt many a 
Faer.chmar. during these gloomy days has 1 
been as desperate as the Utile b-'y, of ' 
whose cusc you u.ay have heard, standing ! 
at a stnet corner rubbing hi3 dirty fis's ] 
into his moist eyes and sniffling, while a 
soil'd shirt extremity dangled from the ! 
rear of a tattered pair of pantaloons. lie 1 
lucked in his rags so woebegone, and h ; s ' 
luce, rliovf aik vm »« >vpr^»— i r>n —f 
profound and utter disgust, that 

a gentleman passing Ly was con- 
strained to pause and ask the lit- 
tle fellow what was the matter. Turn- | 
itig to his interrogator, with one fist | 
still boring away at his right eye and the 
corners of his mouth drawn down, he re 
plied, surlily but volubly: “Isn't nothin’ 
the matter with me, except mammy’s 
drunk; ar.d daddy's iu jail; and I've got 
tbe belly-ache, and nothin' to eat. and no- 
where to sleep; and I don’t care nothin’ 
for r.cbody, nohow. That's what's the 
matter with me, and I reckon you arc satis- 
fied now, ain't you?’’ 

The thermometer, for several dajs past, 
has ranged hut little above zero, nnd it is 
painfully cold out of doors. The days 
are disturbed by wiuds, and one’s feet, 
nose, ar.d ears ache when on the streets. 
The Seine is frozen over, aud thousands 
of skaters are eojojlng themselves on the 
frozen lakes of the Bois de Bologne. We 
drove out yesterday to see them, 'but I 
don’t enjoy icy spectacles. It is more 
than twenty years since Paris was visited 
by si ch a winter, and its people had begun 
to felicitate themselves on a happy 
charge in their climate. But, no doubt 
such frosts will continne to occur in fu- I 
tore, as they have recurred at intervals in 
tl.e post. In 1608 the Seine, according to 
historians, was frozen over so hard that 
the heaviest wagons passed across it, fuel 
sold iu Paris at fabulous prices, sheep in 
great numbers died iu the vicinity, and 
all descriptions of game perish'.d iu the 
forests. Iu 1 G S3 and IU 1703 tha cold was 
tgaiu intense, and great mortality result- 
ed from tbe extreme inclemency of the 
winters. Thirty oue years later the cold 
caused a famine, aud, by order of Parlia- 
ment, public prayers were sa : d. and the 
images of saints were carried iu proces- 
sion through the streets. In 1781 heaps 
of snow presented insurmountable obsta-, 
cles in tbe streets of the city; and ou the 
30th of December, 17S8, the thermometer 
fell to It- degrees below zero, und the Lb 
on tbe Seine was twelve inches thick. 
Finally, ia 17SD, 1810, ’ll, 12, 14, 2‘>, 
aud ‘46 the winters were excessively se- 
vere. In the latter year the Seine froze 
over for the last time til! now. 

The thoughts of the people of Paris 
would naturally turn a good deal, one 
would think, to the great cemetery beneath 
their city in 6uch a condition of the at- 
mosphere as I have been describing. But 
it was not tbe weather that suggested to 
us the thought of visiting the Catacombs. 
This is one of the places which I have 
long felt a desire to see; but, having seen 
it, I must say I wa3 disappointed in it. 
The Catacombs do not come up»to the de- 
scriptions of them with which mybojish 
imagination was excited. I expected to 
see a gfrand cavern like the Mammoth 
Cave, with great passages, high, vaulted 
roofs, and immense chambers. It pre- 
tents nothing of the kind. When we ar- 
rived at the place of entrance, at the old 
Bomere d'Eufcr, we found fifty or a hun- 
dred persons, each with a candle, 
collected about the door at the top of the 
stairway, waiting to descend to the city of 
the dead. Altogether there are sixty en- 
tn r ct e to the Catacombs, but the one rt - 
lVrrtd to is t.ie usual entrance. Oar 
r r pers having been duly examined, the 
door vas promptly opened, aud at 2 
i clock in the afternoon we quitted the 
daylight and descended into the upper 
bowels of the c&rth. We went down a 
steep, narrow, spira’, stone stairway, con- 
sisting of neatly a hundred steps, at the 
end of which we found ourselves in a pas- 
Ei ge six or eight feet wide, and a little up- 
wards of six feet high. My hat several 
times scraped the ceiiing, and in one or 
two places I was compelled to remove it 
ai.d stoop. The walls and ceiling at some 
parts are of masonry, but generally they 
are constitute 1 of the iia^ral stone iuto 
which the galleries have been quarried. 

Alter a walk of ten or fifteen minutes 
uc came into somewhat wider and higher 
avenues, and these we found walled up 
on either side with bones that had once 
formed the legs and arms of men and 
women, piled up like cord-wcod, with the 
ends pointing outwards. Near the top, 
ir. tbe middle, and towards the bottom of 
this osseous wall were rows of skulls, the 
lower row Laving the back of the head 
turned outwards, the other two exhibiting 
the fazes of the grinning craniuras. Be- 
hind these walls of larger bone?, the ribs, 
shoulder-blades, vertebra.-, Ac., are de- 
posited. As we proceeded, the arrange- 
ment somewhat varied, nud sometimes 
there were rows of leg-bones and skulls 
built into a wail after the fashion of a 
death a head and Cross bones. In other 
places the skulls were arranged in waving 
lineB aud arches, and occasionally dia- 
monds and other figures were formed with 
these fragments of humanity. Now and 
th.n we saw & very large cranium 
n tLe center of a line, with other skulls 
of gradually dimiuislftig size leading 
away from it. At intervals of from twenty 
feet to twenty yards the ceiling is sup- 
ported by pillars, which are painted to re- 
present tombstones, urns, and other ob- 
jects proper to cemeteries. Some of the 
apaitmenta in the Necropolis are octag- 
onal, seme square, and some of a circu- 
lar form, but all are surrounded by the 
same ghastly, osseous walls. Latin aud 
Fiet ch inrcriptioLS are profusely painted 
on the pillars, indicating what class of 
persons the bones belonged to; such as 
“Ttmbeau de la Revolution,'’ “Tombeau 
dts Yictimcs, ' and so oa; and with these 
are mingied quotations from profane and 
sacred writer.-. The bor.ee, as a tula, 
lock dark and damp, bat I p rceiveJ no 
oder about them ii^any of the galleries. 

J he galleries of ihe Catacombs make a 
circuit of many miles, running in n’,1 E- 
rcctions, but visitors are cut, off from :uos; 



of them by iron chains, for the reason that 
persons are in danger of getting lost in 
the labyrinth of passages, and because 
the ceiling of some part? of the excava. 
tion is cot thought to be perfectly secure. 
Most of the galleries ran parallel with the 
streets above them, and it is estimated 
that the Catacombs undermine one-tenth 
of tLc city. Many of the chief buildings 
of I’aris, the Observatory, for example, 
and the Pantheon, and Palace of the 
Louxemburg stand over th : r singular ex 
cavatiop. It is computed that the Cata- 
combs contain the bones of three millions 
of human beings. Most of them were 
brought here from cemeteries, wlrieh had 
to be given up to make room for the ex- 
tension of the city. 

In Palis, at the present day, in raos if 
r.ot all the graveyards, you can buy or 
rent a bury ir g lot for only a given period 
— five or ten j ars, I Lelieve; though a: 
the end of that time you u urff'y have tbe j 
privilege of re-rcnt’ng it if you choose, j 
Should no one appear at the expiration of 
theleo-e, the remains are exhutnel and 
taktn to the Catacombs, I suppose; but 
this tSTJ-'fitr means’ 'cciV.ih. I should J 
not be surprised to learn that they are of- 
ten sold to make buttons, instead, or to 
be ground up iuto bone-dust for tbe 
formers. 

TLe Catacombs have an interesting his- 
toiy. In tbe conttiuctiou ol Paris tbe 
materials for the buildings were quarried 
lu-gely from beneath its foundation, an 1 
these cncieut quarries form the g -Meries 
i.vto which tbe successive generations of 
its people are now being gathered. The 
city is built chielly of this material— the 
plaster of Faris — a white or cream color- 
ed ttone. which, when first dug up, is so 
soft that it cau be cut or sawed like maple 
sugar, but hardens ou exposure to the air. 
Some quarrica beneath the city arc still 
carried ou, but great care is now taken to 
leave supports for tbe roof or else build 
pillars to support it. We walked rapidly 
through the principal galleries leading to 
the place of egress, and,' when w-j a. 
cended to daylight, we found that we bud 
been an hour iu this sanctuary of the 
dead. The remains of three millions of 
dead people! Think of it. More people 
far beneath Paris than iu it, where they 
seem to swerm like bees. Altogether, the 
Catacombs are a horrible place, aud the 
public, in my opinion, ought to be ex- 
cluded from it. Such sights have a b .d 
influence upon the ignorant and the 
young. 

I have nt last had the plea-ure of meet- 
ing with our old friend, Edouard de 
Verneuil, whose visit to onr country runny 
years ago is remembered with to much in- 
terest by our geologists. He wa3 most 
cordial in his manner towards me, and 
had innumerable questions to ask about 
his friends in Louisville. His collection 
of fossils is veiy rich and extensive, and 
among bis encrinites I saw some from 
Spain which are identical with the species 
that occur on Eea-grass, n-or our city, 
lie referr-d with interest to our excur- 
sion to the Buttou-mould Knob, and re- 
membered tbe little triloibte found there, 
which he recognized as an old requain- 
tance, and was so glad to see. M. de Ver- 
neuil is r mrariJ-r WTie Academy of "Sci- 
ences, ai d President of the Geological 
Society ol France, and has long been one 
of the leading geologists of Eu-ope. 

TLis is probably tbe last letter which I 
shall write from Paris for some time to 
come. Friday night we propose to take 
our departure from the land of the Gauls 
not to return until spring. Somewhere 
among the cities of Italy or Germany, 
which re expect to visit in the next three 
months, I hope to find materials for a let- 
ter to my brethren of the College of Phy- 
sicians. I shnll endeavor to see all the 
great hospitals of those old t^iuntries. 

The old year went out and the new year 
cuiue in while I wa; engaged writing this 
letter. May each new year find me and 
each old year leave me as pieasaut'y oc- 
cupied. Good-bye, old eighteen hundred 
and sixty seven! I shall alrays look 
back upon you with pleasure. Thank 
God for you! Young 1868 seems very 
bright and cheery to me, and I hope we 
are going to have a very pretty twelve 
months’ tun together, lloll on, young 
friend! Please be gentle with those I 
love. Handle them tenderly. Mend 
them, r.ot mar thc-m. Good-night, little

NEW OIL “HORROR” AT HARRI3- 
BlittG. 

Yesterday afternoou a large delegation 
of oil traders from Philodelphia and Pitts- 
burgh held a conference with Senators 
and Representatives from said localities 
m relation to a bill pending in the Senate 
read by Mr. Connell, authorizing the Gov- 
ernor to appoint an inspector of refined 
petroleum, kerosene and burning oils in 
Philadelphia. It was represented that the 
bill as introduced would give an annual 
income to kbe inspector ot over $150,000, 
and ruin the trade in tbe Commonwealth. 
The oil men are opposed to the bill. The 
charges determined upon will exempt 
from inspection oil in bond or for export, 
whale und lard oil. It will require the in- 
spector to give a bond in $20,000, and pro- 
hibits the inspector from entering United 
States bonded warehouses. The annual 
emoluuientswere reduced to five thousand 
dollars, including two thousand for ex- 
penses. The delegation also waited on the 
Governor. We believe that the delegation 
succeeded in getting the most objection- 
able portions of the bill wiped out.

RAHWAY ON THE MISSISSIPPI 
LEVEES.

The Yazoo basin, bounded on the west 
by the Mississippi river, on the south and 
east, by the Yazoo, Tallthatch e, and Cold 
Water ri vers, and on the north by the Ten- 
nc -see line, covers an area of nearly 4,- 
000,900 acres, and a front on the Missis- j 
eippi river ot about 350 miles. 

As early as 1-51 or 1 -52 some effort was ! 
i-ade in a local way, to reclaim this re- 1 
gion from the periodic inundations of the 
river, and as tne necessity became more j 
obvious, it was g^adnaily extended; first ; 
uuJir a County system; then underaUis-

from the base of the hills at the Tenner- 
see line, to Brunswick Landing at tue 
Vi arren county line.

protection of the District. 

As Chief Engineer of the Levee Boa^d, I 
I made in 1850-60 a location for an eu- 
tirely new line of levee between these 
terminii 262.13 miles long (54 27 miles 
less than the existing line), the estimated 
co-t of which, at that time was $6,2i7,- 
576 65. But a very small portion of this 
was built, when the war came on and pat 
an end to our operations. Duriuz the 
war, some of the largest levees, as Yazoo 
Pass, were cut by tbe United States raili- 
taiy authorities; others caved off or 
washed dowu and broke from -negiec r , aud 
aftcy fifteen years of vain sttuggle, the 
country is naked and defenseless, and 
your resources exhausted. Recent sur- 
veys show that it will require $-i75,(}U0 to 
close the ertvasees in your levee district, 
and even this witl afford but temporary 
protection, «s much of the existing levee 
is barely above high water, and other 
part3 ot it will cave off within the next 
year or two. I have not the data to make 
accurate estimates of the cost of closing 
tbe crevasses above yonr district, but I 
am satisfied it will require not less than ( 
$1,500,000 more, to effect the same tem- I 
porary work. 

The total receipts from the levee t?x of 
your district for !a«t year were about 
$125,000. which have been expended, and 
nearly the same amount of tax of this 
year, anticipated by issue of bauds. It is 
obvious, then, you can do no further 
work to be paid for earlier than January, 
1870, and but very little even at that pe- 
riod. But to leave the country exposed 
till it can be protected by the slow pro- 
cess cf taxatiou in its present ex- 
baufted condition, is to remand cer 
tniily and speedily to a state of 
wilderness and depopulation, the most 
fertile and productive domain on 
the continent, with the loss of millions of 
dollars tothe wealth and commerce of the 
nation, and especially to the Stat-s of tbe 
upper Mississippi Valley, which formerly 
supplied this region its food and farming 
implements.

As soon as (hey 
reached the neighborhood of the station 
the pursuit ceased; and when the police, 
rt -enforced, sallied out, the crowd had dis- 
persed. As the night was dark, none of 
the attacking party could be distinctly 
seen or recognized, and, though officers are 
actively searching for the suspected ring- 
lf aders, they have not yet been able to 
eflect any arrests.

In the Convention to-day the following 
resolutions were introduced and referred: 

Resolved, That all contract made with 
freedmen, which prevent them from at- 
tending elections and public meetings, are 
hereby declared null and void; and that 
all persons attempting to enforce such 
contracts shall be disfranchised for fifty- 
eight years. 

Jie&ccd, That the police force in each 
incorporated town or city ahall be com- 
posed equally of loyal white and black 
citizens. 

Resvlvod, That the nest Legislature 
enact that any person who will make oath 
before a magistrate that he or she is not 
worth more than twenty dollars shall be re- 
lease of all indebtedness. 

The member offering the last said it was 
to make up for the deficiencies of the 
bankrupt law of Congress. He wanted a 
law that would equally benefit the poor 
and rich. 

Rk huond, Feb. 10. 

In the convention to-day the Judiciary 
Committee reported adversely on the res- 
olutions for settling debts contracted prior 
to April, 1865, at 25 cents on the dollar, 
and another declaring all debts prior to 
that date null and. void. 

The committee’s report also takes 
ground that the debts contracted for the 
purchase of slaves cannot be set aside. 
Adopted — yeas, 72; nays, 6. 

A section of the report giving the Leg- 
islature power to sell the interest of the 
State on internal improvements and apply 
the pr< cee^i to liquidating the public 
debt was adopted. 

Raleigh, Fcl>. 10. 

The proceedings of the Convention are 
of little interest. The article of tbe con- 
slitution on militia was under considera- 
tion aud Mr. Graham, Conservative, mov- 
ed to amend so that whites and blacks 
should be in different companies, and that 
white companies should not be officered 
by negroes. The motion was rejected. 

Mr. Durham, Conservative, offered a res- 
olution appointing a committee to investi- 
gate certain rumors relative to the use of 
black mail upon members of the Conven- 
tion, which carried. 

New Orleans, Feb 10. 

In tbe convention to-day a resolution 
was offered to pay each member and em- 
ployee 3*i per cent over tbe r p*r diem, 
and directing the wari ant clerk to issue 
warrants for the amount. It lies over. 

This was offered on account of the 
members’ warrants being sold at a h:^vy 
discount. 

Ordinances were adopted providing that 
some of the registrars and commissioners 
who were appointed by the Major General 
commanding to superintend the election 
for the ratification of the Constitution, 
shall superintend the election of State 
officers; provided, they be authorizee by 
the commanding General to act. If not 
authorized, the committee of seven ap- 
pointed by the Convention shall take 
charge of the whole matter of ratification 
of tbe Constitution and election.
